$2,GOO in 


cash and notes valued at $65,000 were 
taken.

The explosion awakened the entire 


town. Two men were seen to leave the 
bank building and disappeared.

Good Kuiiulug Order. 


Santiago, Nov. 26.—Some time ago 


Major McLeary, whom General Wood 
had appointed mayor of Santiago, re- 
quested to be relieved of his mayoralty 
duties and to return to his military post. 
This request was granted yesterday. 


In the opirfcm of General Wood it la 


preferable to appoint to the mayorality 
a civilian acceptable to the Cubans; and 
he has appointed as Major McLeary's 
successor Senw Bacardi, an old resident. 
He is anxious to give the mayoralty aa 
much authority as is compatible with 
military jurisdiction. The new mayor 
will conform, to General Wood's Ideas, 
which are tq, give the Cubans every op- 
portunity to show themselves capable 
of self government. 


Major McLeary, as a military mayor, 


grave entire satisfaction to all classes. 
He has now been assigned to the duties 
of inspector general of the province and 
Will shortly take a tour, including Hol- 
guin, Jibara, Baracoa, Sagrua EXe Tan- 
amo and other points, making reports to 
General Wood. 


The fiist ufflcial act of Mayor Bacardi 


was to discharge the entire clerical force 
In the mayor's office and to employ Cu- 
bans who hail served in the war. He 
will shortly issue a manifesto to the ef- 
fect that he intends encouraging the 
city's development ar.d giving employ- 
ment, so far as conditions will permit, to 
worthy persons. He \\ ill promise to look 
closely to the general interests of tha 
community and will call upon all Cubans 
to obey the law and thus to promote the 
prosperity of the country and to insure 
the happiness of its people. General 
Wood has- high hopes of these first at- 
tempts at civil government under Cu- 
ban control. 


The regulation preventing the fore- 


closure of email mortgages, issued by 
General Wood about a fortnight ago, 
haa proved a great boon to. those for 
whose relief it was intended. 


General Wood has approved a scheme 


for a school for the higher education of 
•women, similar to the American normal 
school. Yesterday h« issued a notice 
imposing a fine of $1000 upon any person 
promoting a bull fight and a fine of $50 
upon any promoter of a cock fight. In 
the case of a cock fight the fine will fall 
upon witnesses as well as promoters. 


The rural police have been instructed 


to keep a special lookout along the tele- 
graph line between Santiago and San 
Luis, as th« peasant farmers are still 
cutting the wire and using it to bale hay 
and cope stone. 


The civil administration of the prov- 


ince is now virtually complete. The ap- 
pointment of supreme court judges will 
be made today, and as the local Bar as- 
sociation has put forward several names, 
General Wood will probably select from 
among these. 


American Camp In navnnn, 


All four companies of the Second regi- 


ment volunteers engineers which arrived 
off Marianao beach, Havana, yesterday 
morning on board the United States 
transport Florida, landed by 9:80 at the 
Marianao wharf. They marched straight 
for their camps, two miles from Havana, 
General Greene and his staff reviewed 
the men as they passed. All the men, 
with the exception of five who are still 
Buffering from sea sickness and were 
taken to the camp by train, were in line 
and all are In good spirits and1 fit for 
duty. About 150 Cubans of General 
Menocal's division 
were employed in 


clearing the camp site, and by 11 o'clock 
the tents were being pitched for the first 
American camp at Havana, 


Apart from the few cases of mal de 


mer, only two of the 280 men who landed 
from the Florida are on the sick list. 
One is suffering from dysentery and the 
other from a dislocated knee cap, but 
both had their present complaints when 
they left the United States. 


The men have been busy pitching camp 


and fixing tents. The site selected for 
the camp is excellent, on high ground 
und well supplied with water. The men 
arrived with only heavy underwear, 
woolen blouees and cloth breeches, which 
ire very trying under the scorching sun 
of the sea coast. The medical staff con- 
siders H urgently necessary that Khaki 
uniforms be sent at once for the comfort 
Tf the men.

RAILROAD WRECK. 


Train From Pittsfield to 


New York Derailed and 


One Car Goes Down 


Embankment. 


Wilton, Conn., Nov. 26—-The express 


train from Pittsfield to New York over 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad was wrecked at George- 
town Centre this morning at a point 
where the tracks run along a high em- 
bankment and parellel to a small 
stream. 


An axle and the flange on the bag- 


gage car broke and the car left the 
track and plunged down the embank- 
ment. It struck an enormous pile of 
wire thus saving its plunging into the 
stream. 


Several cars were derailed and a 


panic caused a force of doctors to be 
summoned. No lives were lost but the 
baggage master and some others were 
seriously injured. 


The two persons who were injured 


were Baggagemaster George Fitzgerald 
of Pittsfield and Herbert Bennett, a 
brakeman ot New York, the latter 
perhaps fatally. 


Several passengers were paihfully 


bruised or rendered unconscious by 
the shock in the drawing room car at 
the rear of the baggage car which bore 
the brunt of the material damage, and 
it is little short of miraculous that the 
seven passengers in this car were not 
killed outright.

•weather has been interrupted by a 
thorough blizzard in many parts of the 
country, especially north where the 
drifts are several feet deep. Three 
men have perished in the snow in the 
highlands, a number of fishing boats 
have been lost and many fishermen 
perished.

HELD FOR GRAND JURY 


Frank Dominico Placed Un- 


der $500 Bonds For His 


Appearance. 


A VERY CONTRADICTORY CASE 


Judge Phelps Considers it Beyond His 


Jurisdiction. 
Long Continued 


Case With Much Confusing 


Evidence. Other Court 


Cases Settled. 


Today's session of district court was 


a long one, and extended well into the 
afternoon. 
A large number of con- 


tinued cases were up for final disposal. 
The most important of these was the 
case against Frank Dominico for fe- 
lonious assault on John Mausert in the 
night of October 8. The affair took 
place on the Clarksburg road, where 
the road was being repaired, and as 
will be remembered the sensation was 
Quickly followed by the resignation of 
Superintendent Douglass. 


A number of witnesses were ex- 


amined, and the case proved a tedious 
one. 
The story was substantially as 


reported In the papers", although both 
sides had their own versions. Domin- 
ico and Albert Mend tried to prevent 
the two Mauserts from driving along 
the road, and in the resulting affray 
John Kausert was very dangerously 
stabbed. Dominico's case was put on 
the basis of self-defense, and Lawyer 
Ashe, wbo appeared for the common- 
wealth, made much of that point in his 
examination of the victim, who was 
on the stand for seme time. 


Dominico took the stand in his own 


defense, and told how the fight had 
started, and how he was attacked, as 
he said. The examination of some of 
the witnesses proved rather amusing, 
as they insisted on beginning their tes- 
timony with rambling stories of all that 
had happened previous to the affair. All 
the witnesses were examined by noon, 
and the attorneys began their argu- 
ments this afternoon, Lawyer Couch 
being for the defense. 


The pleas by Lawyers Couch and 


Ashe were long and elaborate, occupy- 
ing the court for nearly an hour. In 
giving his verdict Judge Phelps said 
that the case presented so much evi- 
dence directly contradictory that he 
would have to hold the man for the 
grand 
jury. 
Dominico was 
placed 


under $500 bonds. 


In the minor oases Edward Civolier, 


the agent charged with embezzlement, 
had the case against him nol pressed, 
on account of a flaw in the complaint. 
John Childs, accused of breaking glass, 
had his case placed on file, having 
paid for the glass. 


Thomas Geneva, -who took a pair, of

store, was put on probation for six 
months, the state agent agreeing to 
provide for him. Genova did his best 
to convict his companion, Fred St. 
John, of complicity, but failed.

find any number of men on the street who 
are just as glad as I am at finding stray 
coins. A great many are firm believers in 
the idea that good lack always follows 
such finds, and will not hesitate to em- 
bark in commercial or financial ventures 
on the strength of adventitiously discover- 
ed coin of the Malm. I can't say that I 
ain absolutely dominated by such a super- 
stition, but I do admit 1 always feel easier 
about transactions of a speculative char- 
acter if I have first picked up in the streets 
a bit of fractional currency.

These coins 
they treasure and preserve with the fond- 
est care. They wonld not part with them 
for many thousand timet their Intrinsic 
value. As a rule, coin hunting brokers 
and speculators carry special purses in 
which the finds are kept, and, some have 
amassed as high as |5 or f 6, 


"Some Wall street men believe It is 


good luck to find a pin pointing toward 
them, but they are In a very Insignificant 
minority in comparison with those who 
hold to the golden promises held out by 
cojjis."

(lies at a groat height above the water, 
anil from that elevation pounces down on 
ilt-h, especially preferring tho poor, perse- 
cuted flying fish for its prey. 


According to Dome author*, the name of 


man-of-war bird was given to it l»:ouuso 
its appearance WUB said to foretell tho 
coming of a ship; probably because thu 
frigate pelican and ro::l frigatea are equal- 
ly averse to storms, and both like to come 
into harbor if the wenther threatens. Vn- 
dfr the throat of the frigate pelican in a 
largo pouch, of a de<jp red color, which 
ci'.n bu di>-to!)<ied witli air at tho pleasure 
of the bird 
The pouch is larger and of a 


moro brilliant red in the malo than In his 
consort, and the general plumage of the 
fouialc is not fao bright as that of thomalu. 


Although its swiftness of wing and 


gineral activity onahle it to snatch a Gab 
from tlio surface of the water or to pounce 
uyon the fly 'ig lisfh before it can again 
seek the protection of its native element, 
yet it too of tun us=es its powers in robbing 
other birds of thuir lawful proy. It is en- 
abled, in some mysterious way, to find its 
way homo by night, even though It may 
bo -100 or 300 miles from laud. The length 
of tho male bird is thrue feet and the ex- 
puiiso of wing eight fcot.

THE DIHGfcEV TARIFF VINDI- 


CATED. 


How Is the Dinsley tariff doing? It 


is doing pretty well. An examination 
of official statistics shows that the cus- 
toms receipts of the treasury depart- 
ment now amount to one-half of the 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment, which is about the usual pro- 
portion allotted to that branch of the 
revenue- producing machinery. The 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment, aside from those of the post- 
office department, are usually calcula- 
ted at about $1,000,0*0 per day and 
averaged during the y«*ra 1894 to 
1897 $260,500,000 per annum. They have 
gone on at about tbe same rate in 
1898, omitting the extraordinary war 
expenditures. The daily statement of 
receipts' and expenditures issued by 
the treasury department shows that 
on November 17, the 140th day of the 
present fiscal year, the customs re- 
ceipts since June 30 had amounted to 
$78,340,429. Of this sum a little over 
$1,000,000 was from the duty "laced 
upon tea by the war revenue act, so 
that fully $72,000,000 of "the $73,340,429 
received in those 140 days is the legit- 
imate normal revenue from the rates 
levied by the customs law enacted in 
July, 1897, or a little more than the 
promised rate of a half million dollars 
a day from customs under the Ding- 
ley tariff. 


This is the law which when it waa 


enacted was denounced by the authors 
of the democratic Wilson law as a 
measure which would fall short of 
producing the revenue that was expec- 
ted from it Time, which proves all 
things proved the inadequacy and fal- 
lacy of the Wilson tariff, and has now 
proved the wisdom of the DIngley 
tariff. 


But the DIngley tariff has done more 


than prove its adequacy as a revenue 
producer for Uncle Sam. It has al- 
so been a revenue producer for the 
manufacturing interests of the United 
States. The factories whose chimneys 
were smokeless under the malign in- 
fluence of the Wilson tariff, which per- 
mitted the markets of the United States 
to be flooded with Imported goode, the 
product of foreign cheap labor, quickly 
responded to the revivifying condi- 
tions established by th« Dingley tariff. 


The present tariff law baa been vin- 


dicated. 


CHAIOBEBLAHf'8 *PBBCH. 


Mr. Chamberlain, secretary for the 


colonies spoke in London recently on 
the relations of Great Britain to the 
rest of the world. The most signlHcant 
parts of his speeon are those in which 
he asserts that Great Britain does not 
•eed to enter into any alliance to pro- 
last her own and that the relations of 
the British and German governments 
are tordial and friendly. He also spoke 
feelingly, and to much applause, on 
the close'* affiliation in thought and 
purpose of the people of Gerat Brit- 
ain and the United States. 


TJtus spirited declaration that those 


premature persons are very much 
mistaken "who think that Great Brit- 
ain Is in need of an alliance t r her 
own security or in order that other 
powers may pun chestnuts out of the 
fire" was vociferously applauded as Its 
application to this government was un- 
concealed. 
But he later expressed 


pleasure that Anglo-Saxons are en- 
listed without formal compact to ex- 
tend the bounds of civilisation- 


lie refuted the contention that Great 


Britain regards with jealousy the 
commercial forwardness of Germany. 
He could see no reason why Anc'o- 
Saxon genius would not break down 
with Irresistible force any commercial 
barriers to progress that 
Germany 


might erect but In that he couid dis- 
cern no cause 
for interrupting 
the 


friendly relations between his and the 
German government. His talk oonfuM* 
the British mind on tbe Chinese ques- 
ttM and mad* It atill more uncertain 
SLS to what the government really ln« 
tends In that direction. 


On an agreement with Russia to 


maintain an "open door" in the Orient 
he suggest^ that he had read Mr, 
Kipling's ode to the "truce of 
the 


bear." He has no confidence in the 
efficacy of a paper agreement with 
Russia, but rsftes aolely on the puroose 


of Great Britain, Japan and the United 
States to keep open tbe door of tbe 
prlent to the competitive trade and 
commerce of the world. 
He believes 


that Germany, Great Britain and the 
United States have Identical commer- 
cial interests and that neither will 
suffer from tfie aggression o» the oth-r 
In tbe Held of world competition. 


Councilmanlc candidates are some-

server that tbe democrats attended tbe 
republican caucuses much better than 
they did their own. 


The democratic caucuses developed

Two Heroes Praised In Secretary ol 


Kavy's Annual Report, 


Sampson Credited With De- 


stroying Cervera's Fleet. 


Territorial Acquisitions Will Make a Great 


Increase In Naval Fleet Necessary. 


Wnshinirton, Nov. 26.—Secretary ol 


the Navy Long, in his report to the 
president, givA a compact narrative ol 
the operations of the navy during the 
war with Spain, abstracts of the reports 
of bureau chiefs, and the secretary's 
recommendations for the increase and 
the improvement of the navy. 


In his report Mr. Long praises Dewey 


and Hobson, but makes no mention of 
Schley in connection with the destruc- 
tion of Cervera's fleet. Sampson being 
given full credit for that performance. 
Among other things, he recommends the 
temporary revival of the grades ol ad- 
miral ar.d vice admiral, a change in the 
system of rewards and the placing of th« 
transport system under the control of 
the navy department. H* also recom- 
mends the building of a number of new 
war vessels of various types and the es- 
tablishment of a national naval reserve. 
The report begins: 


"Since my last report the navy has, 


for the first time since its rehabilitation, 
been put to the supreme t«st of war. 
Tears of patient. perMstsnt training and 
development had brought it to a point 
of high efficiency, which resulted In the 
unparalelled victories at Manila and 
Santiago—victories which have given the 
names of our naval commanders world- 
Wide fame and added an additional pag« 
to the glorious naval history of our coun- 
try." 


Mr. Long recites the naval disposition? 


In the early part -of the year, the Inter- 
ception Jan. 11, 'of the gunboat Helen, 
under orders tc join the Asiatic squad 
ron, the bringing of the Cincinnati ar( 
the Castine from Montevideo to Para 
on the north ooaat of Brazil, and th 
blowing up of the Maine in Havana har 
bcr. The :-judic'.ous t«le*rain" of Cap 
tain Slgsbee requesting that public opin- 
ion should be suspended ia given and th< 
appointment of the board of Inquiry if 
recorded. "In the meantime," continues 
the report, "the oomma»der-i»-chief of 
the Asiatic squadron was ordered to as- 
semble his squadron at Hong Kong 
Commanders-in-chlef of atatlons wert 
ordered to husband ammunition and tc 
keep their vessels filled with the best coa) 
obtainable. Enlistments, even in excess 
of the established quota, were ordered. 
The North Atlantic fleet \vas greatly 
strengthened and vessels were concen- 
trated in the neighborhood of Key West. 
The flying squadron was organized un- 
der command of Commodore Gchley and 
stationed at Fortress Monroe for the 
protection of any point on the coast 
•which might be menaced by a Spanish • 
fleet 


"On March 9 conrreM passed th« 


emergency bill appropriating $50,000,000 
for national defense; the department at 
once took stepi to secure auxiliary ves- 
•els and the purchase of ammunition, 
runs, and all classes of naval war ma- 
terial went rapidly on. 


"The squadrons, ships, officer* and I 


crews were in a desirable condition and 
training, and a* early aa April 15, four 
weeks before Admiral Cervera's fleet 
reached Cuban waters, the navy of the 
United States was ready for the out- 
break of hostilities. The North Atlantic 
fleet at Key West covered Cuba; the fly- 
ing squadron at Hampton roads stood 
ready to defend our own eoaat, or to 
threaten that of Spain, and tiie Aslatlo 
squadron at Hong Kong only awaited 
information of the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. 


"On March 19 the Grefon left Ban Fran- 


Cl»ec. She arrived oft Juk-lter Inlet, Fl*., 
on May 24 In good condition and ready 
for service, and was ordered to Key 
West, whare, a*t*r coaling, she took her 
place as part of the command of Admiral 
Sampsen. 


"In ordar to provide for the protection 


of the Atlantic ooast between the capes 
of the Delaware and Bar Harbor, Me., 
the northern patrol squadron was or- 
ganized and was placed under the com- 
mand of Commodore Powell on April 20. 


"On April 21 congress declared war. 


Admiral Sampson, in command of the 
North Atlantic fleet, which had been en- 
gaged durlnff the five or six preceding 
rrnntbfl In gunnery find tsrfion! practice 
oft Florida, wa* at once ordered to block* 
nd« that part of the northern coast of 
Cuba extending from Cardenas to Bayan 
Honda. At 6:30 a. m. on April 23 the ad- 
miral sailed on that errand." 


The secretary* fives the telegram to 


Admiral Dewey. April Si, directing him 
to proceed from Hong Kong to the Philip- 
pines and "capture or destroy the Span- 
ish fleet." Commenting on tbe victory, 
Mr. Long says: "This victory gave to 
our fleet the complete control of the bay 
of Manila. The naval station at Cavlt* 
was taken possession of and Its fortifi- 
cations were destroyed. The admiral re- 
ported that the city would be taken at 
•ny time when * sufficient number at 
troops were on hand to hold It.

Soon they will be manned by American 
gunners to add to our defenses here in 
Manila bay. 


Our troops are camping on the famous

wealth of the city drove in their fine 
equipages and the thousands attended 
the military executions held here there 
are now spread the white tents of our 
array. Tbe old inquisitional prison is 
no more. It exists only as a horrible 
memory. No longer has the city any 
"dark hole," a living grave lot hun- 
dreds.

parents usually employ private tutors, 
but the girls are almost invariably ex- 
cluded and usually are not taught to 
read. 


Jn 1883 an English school was started 


at Seoul aud was kept open. for a few 
years. Many of tbe most capable inter- 
preters now in the employ of tho gov- 
ernment acquired their knowledge of 
English in this school. The Koreans are 
very quick in gaining a knowledge of 
foreign languages and many of tbe pu- 
pils display a surprising proficiency ia 
this direction. 


Iu 1880 a school was started in the 


city under the charge of three teachers 
selected by the department of the inte- 
rior at the request ef the state depart- 
ment of the United States in accordance 
with repeated requests from the Korean 
government. This school was finally 
closed in 1894, and some of its former 
pupils now hold places of trust and im- 
portance iu tbe government. The mis- 
sion of the American Methodist chnroh 
maintains a flourishing school here 
which was first opoaed in 1886 under 
the name of Pai Cfaai ("hall for rear- 
ing useful men"), a name conferred 
upon the school by tho king. Under an 
agreement made with the Korean gov- : 
ernment in 1896, a certain number of j 
pupils are placed in this school, an al- 
lowance of f 1 silver per month being ' 
made for each.!< In addition'the govern- 
< 


rnent also pays for a native teacher for 
! 


every 50 scholars. The course of study, j 
discipline, etc., is entirely in the hands ' 
of tbe mission and attendance at chapel 
and Sunday service is compulsory. A 
highly appreciative course of lectures 
bas been a feature of the. institution 
during the past two years, delivered by 
Koreans who had lived much abroad. < 
The course of study is sufficiently ample ' 
to fit those so desiring for a regular col- j 
lege course. 
i 


Seoul has another American school, ' 


taught by the Rev. H. B. Hulbert, cue 
of the teachers e*nt from America in 
1886, It was started in 1897 and was 
intended by the government to be a 
•orinal school for tbe training of native 
teachers, who would take charge of 
primary schools for the people. In con- 
nection with this normal school the 
government has established a school for 
tbe teaching of English to tbo sons of 
the nobles. 
Mr. Hulbert bas a five 


years' contract with the government, 
one year of which ban passed. Tbe nor- 
tnal students are bcajed.nnd fed by tbe 
government, and the English students 
are given their midds.y meal. 


There are also Cbinese, Japanese, 


French, Russian, German and English 
schools in 6eoal, all under tbe fostering 
care of tbe government. There are be- 
sides the various Protestant and Catho- 
lic mission schools, which are all treated 
not only with tolerance, bat with liber- 
ality by thu ruling powers. Tbere is 
no complaint of religions intolerance 
such as has retarded the progress of 
civilization in many more pretentious 
nations. 


Fostering education as tha Koreans 


do, they premise in tbe near future to 
become equally advanced with the Jap- 
anese in their prognssive march to a 
highly civilized state. They am Jwt as 
rvoeptivft of foreign ideaa, as quick to 
learn and as intallcctaally capable. 
Should tbe United States become estab- 
lished in the east as a territorial power, 
I think the A«erio«ns can oonnt upon 
tbe friendship of tbe Koreans.

THE ENGLISH IN INDIA. 


How They Stand the Climate and 


Manatee Uomentlc Affair*. 


It may be interesting to note how Eng- 


lish people livtt in India. Those that have 
beon used to a qlimato like ours cannot, 
without great danger and sacrifice, live 
ns the natives do, so they adopt a style 
that prudence and experience have sug- 
gested as best suited to the conditions that 
eiist there. 


In nearly all the larger cities the houses 


of the Europeans are found in the sub- 
urbs, surrounded by large plots of ground, 
often four or five acres in extent. Thua 
the noisome smells of the thickly crowded 
native city are In a measure avoided, and 
one is shut out from the peculiar noises 
and cries and thrumming of oriental in- 
struments of music and the clouds of dust 
that continually swell up from the great 
cities. 


The houses occupied by the Europeans 


are usually built on a plan that will al- 
low of lofty rooms and ample ventilation. 
They are only one story high and have a 
large veranda across the front and rear. 
Thus the hot sun is kept out and free cir- 
culation is allowed. The kitchen IB a 
small house, all by itself, at one side of 
the dwelling house or in the rear. 


Owing to the extreme heat, white wom- 


en cannot possibly do their own work. 
The climate is such that manual work is 
simply out of the question. Servants are 
easily obtainable, and with their assist- 
ance, when one has a genius for manag- 
ing them, living in that country is not 
only toleneblo, but even pleasant. Serv- 
ants will work indefinite hours each day 
for $1.60 a month and support themselves. 
They are neat and quiet, and almost in- 
variably perform their respective duties 
In an efficient manner. It takes IS or IS 
servants to run a house well. Many la- 
dies have even a larger number. The 
matter of expense is not a serious matter 
to the wives of European officials, who 
draw excellent salaries.—Tick's Magazine. 


BrltUh Sharks. 


British sharks are very substantial facts. 


The largest of them is an innocuous giant 
that baeks in the sunshine and perhaps 
feeds on nothing; larger than a shrimp. 
But the blue shark and porbeagle, both of 
which grow to a length of several yards 
and a weight of hundreds of pounds, are 
vicious pest* and most unwelcome on tha 
fishing grounds. The former takes his fa- 
vorite pleasure in eating mackerel out of 
the nsts, doing as much damage in Its 
disentanglement as will absorb a fisher- 
man's weekly wage to make good. Where- 
fore it conies about that as soon as one is 
hauled aboard tho fishermen forget their 
accustomed mildness, and, seizing it close 
to the tall, belabor with Its shovel shaped 
head the nearest thwart until peace reigns 
once more. 


The porbeagle ia a somewhat less active 


and less vicious animal of duller hue and 
of a small that pneses any other on sea or 
land. To prevent its blood imparting this 
odor of the abattoir to tho boat the por- 
bragle Is usually slain over the side aud ia 
then ignoniinicusly slung in a noose at 
the bow. — Saturday Review. 


Buddna n 


Fergusson and otbers bave claimed 


that the celebrated founder of Buddhism 
was of Mongolian origin. Wirh au as- 
tonishing ignorance of ethnic traits Fer- 
gusson supported this by the bold asser- 
tion that in India Buddha is always 
represented with woolly hair. 


Professor E. W. Hopkins of Yale, in 


bis "Notes From India" in The Jour- 
nal of the American Oriental Society, 
takes occasion to report on this point. 
Many ancient figures of Buddha bave 
the hair gathered up iu little spiral, 
conch shaped curls. According to tra- 
dition, Buddha had curly hair and wore 
it short. From an examination of many 
statues it was evidently wavy, but nev- 
er woolly. In some instances it is col- 
ored red. Tbe general evidence is, that 
so far as hair was concerned, he pre- 
served the -type of tbe white race and 
was equally remote from tbe Mongolian 
end the negro. — Professor Briuton iu 
Scion ce.

A H«sria*«r of Old London. 


Although our British metropolis haa 


been greatly Improved during the last half 
oenturr, both as regards sanitation and 
architectural beauty, the oost. in the toes 
of many picturesque features and build- 
ings ot historic intareBt, bas been very 
great. Builders, speculators, vestries and 
those who have to do with this exchange 
of new things for old rather pride them- 
selves upon having no sentlmantal feeling 
about relics of past times and past phases 
of life, and these have too often bean 
swept away without a regret. 


Happily this will be so no longer. Some 


years ago the late William Morris organ- 
ized a society to protect anclant buddings, 
and in connection with this eocloty a com- . 
nittee was appointed for tba purpose of 
compiling a register of old things worth 
preserving and beauty spots liable to be 
defaced within an area comprising a largo 
part of greater London. It may bo a 
building, an open space, a beautiful tree, 
or even a signboard. The it«m, whatever 
It be, is catalogued, and its description is 
accompanied by careful plane, drawings 
and photographs. 


More than this, toe committee has ob- 


tained the recognition of the London 
county council, and the outoomo of this is 
that a permanent body hss been appointed 
to make a register or list of buildings of 
historic or arohlteetural Interest. It is j 
still more satisfactory to learn that by .la j 
act paseed this session the council hns nc- 
qv.ired power to purchase or provide for 
the maintenance of buildings or places 
which come under the same description. !

NO PLEDGES MADE 


Democratic Mayoralty Nom- 


ination Will Be Decided 


by Delegates. 


ONLY ONE TICKET IN THE FIELD 


At the Democratic Caucuses Friday 


Evening. Very Small Attendance. 


Dr. Curran or C. E. Whitney. 


No New Name Mentioned. 


There was nothing to call especial 


attention to the democratic caucuses 
Friday evening. 
Only one list was 


presented in each ward, it being the 
one endorsed by the city committee, 
and the attendance was as slight as 
Is usual when there is no contest on. 
There were about 20 voters in each 
ward, although ward 1 did a little bet- 
ter, with about 30 voters. The voters 
went, cast their ballots, and departed, 
all so quietly that one would scarcely 
have known it was caucus night. The 
contrast to Tuesday evening's repub- 
lican caucuses was striking. 


The delegates 
are 
unpledged, and 


what work is done for the mayoralty 
nomination will be done with them In- 
stead of with the voters. Their action 
is as yet very uncertain, but from in- 
dications at the caucuses it seemed to 
be the prevailing impression that Dr. 
Curran would be named to head the 
democratic ticket. 


Only two names have been promi- 


nently mentioned, 
Dr. 
Curran. and 


Charles E. Whitney. The latter is not 
so actively engaged in looking for the 
nomination as are some of the friends 
of the doctor. A prominent democrat 
was asked how the matter stood, as 
regards the position of tbe two men, 
and said, "Well, Dr. Cxurr.n is still in 
it, and Charles Whitney is not out ol 
it yet." 


Another name, that of C. G. Bart- 


lett, the druggist, was suggested yes- 
terday, and discussed more or less. 
Mr. Bartlett has not said that he want- 
ed it, and at present his name does 
not seem likely to be presented to the 
convention. He has made a record as 
an independent worker in the assessor's 
office which he has held two years, 
which would be the chief point on 
which his campaign would be run if he 
were nominated. 


There was little discussion at the 


caucuses in any of the wards except 
In ward 1, where the delegates were 
instructed to vote for T. C. O'Connor 
as candidate for- councilman. 
It is 


already understood that Louis Ladam 
will be the choice of the ward 2 dele- 
gates.

Secretary Alger Forbids Second Regi- 


ment Expedition to Cuba to 


Bring Home Bodies. 


Secretary Alger has put his foot 


down upon the project for sending the 
friends of the dead of the Second Mas- 
sachusetts to Cuba on the navy hos- 
pital ship, the Solace. Representative 
Gillett called 
upon 
Secretary Alger 


Friday, in order to obtain permission 
to disinter the bodied of the men \\ho 
lie buried near Santiago. 
He found 


that a letter and dispatch of Senator 
Hoar on the subject had not yet been 
brought to the attention of the secre- 
tary of war. Secretary Alger no sooner 
Understood the program than he pro- 
tested that he could not allow one 
regiment to have an expedition sent 
in a government ship to bring home 
their dead, when he was constantly 
besieged by friends of the soldieis all 
over the country for similar permis- 
sion, which he had steadily refused. 
Mr. Gillett told him that the arrange- 
ment regarding the Solace, by \vhich 
she was to take down a delegation 
from the Second, regiment next week, 
had already been made with the con- 
sent of the navy department. Secretary 
Alger said he would object-to the ar- 
rangement, and would call it to the 
attention of the President .because he 
thought all states and regiments should 
be treated alike. 


The subject was then brought up at 


the cabinet meeting. Later in the day 
Mr. Gillett saw the secretary again, 
and he said the president concurred 
in his view. He said that if the Mas- 
sachusetts friends wished to charter a 
vessel of their own, he would give them 
the desired permission, although he 
understood 
the authorities in Cuba 


would not allow any one who died of 
yellow fever to be removed before the 
15th 
of December, but he said if they 


wished a government ship they rnusi 
wait and go with the general expert! 
tion. 
Ke has no objection to then 


going down on the Solace, and was 
quite willing they should do that, if 
they would have the bodies brought 
back with those of the other regiments, 
or by their own ship. He said the gov- 
ernment 
would furnish 
the 
cof- 


fins and undertakers and men to do 
the work, whether they went by them- 
selves or with the government expe- 
dition.

Affected Sampson Company. 


The big shoe firm of Colburn, Fuller 


& Co. of Boston made a voluntary as- 
signment Friday, with liabilities of 
$300,000. In reporting this, some of the 
Boston papers published the statement 
that the C. T. Sampson Manufactur- 
ing company of this city was involved 
in the failure. It was imptied by the 
maner of the statement that the local 
concern might be seriously affected. 


George W. Chase, manager of the 


Sampson company, was asked in re- 
gard to the report this morning, and 
denied emphatically that there was any 
truth whatever in the statement. The 
Sampson company holds none of the 
notes of the Boston firm, and has noth- 
ing to do with it in any way. 
ilr. Chase was at a loss to know 


how the report was started. The only 
connection between the two companies 
is that they are mutual beneficiaries et 
a certain insurance policy, but this 
does not affect the business affairs i.f i 
either, and the Boston failure has no 
effect on the Sampson company.
